Here again it' seems to me that we 


follovr.;d the eminently common sense 
plan of promoting a man who had earn- 
ed his promotion by faithful and dis- 
tinguished service and by proved supe- 
rior capacity. We cared no more for 
the policeman's views on the tariff .or 
the currency than we did for those of 
the burglar. Our interest and tho inter- 
est of citizens generally was to have the 
officer catch that burglar and otherwise 
do his duty. If he did bis duty, we 
were for him j if he did not, we were 
against him. 
In neither event did we 


care whether tho officer had or had not 
the backing of the congressional delega- 
tion of the city or the central committee 
of the county. Of course, as before, this 
exposed us to wild outcries from the 
local political bosses and heelers and 
much sneering at "civil service reform," 
but all the outcries and snesrs meant 
was that we were doing our duty as de- 
cent men and as public officials, with 
some slight appreciation of what was 
implied by the words honor and up- 
rightness. Political organizations are 
eminently necessary and useful, but 
when they are seized by professional 
spoils politicians of low morality, who 
run the "machine" in their own inter- 
ests, who clamor against honesty and 
defy decency and rail against that de- 
vice for obtaining clean government, 
which is known as ciyil service reform, 
then it is time for • all citizens who 
believe iii good citizenship to rise in re- 
volt. 


Tho Toposeope. 


lu the loftiest tower in the city of 


Vienna there is a novel instrument, 
known as the toposcope, constantly at- 
tended day aud night, for the purpose of 
locating firos. It consists of a good tele- 
scope, which is' solidly attached to an 
arrangement of levers, while graduated 
sections of a circle are arranged horizon- 
tally and vertically in such a way that 
the moving of the telescope sideways or 
up or down results in a change of posi- 
tion of the hands attached to the levers 
in rcferenca to the graduated scales. 
Thus, the stability of the apparatus be- 
ing assured by the firmness of tho fas- 
tening, whenever the telescope is focus- 
ed upon the same object the hands will 
point to the same figures on the hori- 
zontal and on the vertical sextant, and 
since an index of tho whole city has 
been made it is but a matter of a few 
seconds, when a glare is discovered at 
night, to direct apon tho spot the topo- 
scope on the side, to read off tho num- 
bers, to look up the object and to tele- 
graph to the central station the details 


bserved. 
Local conditions arc, of 


ourse, necessary for the successful oper- 
tion of such an apparatus, but in this 
aso they are said to bo almost perfect. 
?ho tower is over 500 feet high, and an 
uninterrupted view of the great area of 
iia-city is thus possible to the watch- 
man if the atmospheric conditions are 
'avorable.

BICH GOLD FIBIDS IN WYOMING, 


Reports from Bawlinc, Wyoming, are 


to the efleet that new gold fields have 
been discovered in 'the Sierra Madre 
range in Carbon county, which equal, 
if they do not exceed, in richness the 
far-famed Klondike. Near Grand En- 
campment,in the very heart of the 
Rooky mountains, a quartz boulder, 
not very much larger in diameter than 
an ordinary cartwheel, has been found 
which yielded $24,584, or $3,512 to the 
ton. Quartz in place has been found 
which assays from $582 to $1,744 per 
ton, and » twenty-five foot vein has 
been discovered between well-defined 
granite walls, an average sample of 
which assayed $47 54 in gold per ton. 


The new mines are situated sixty 


miles south of the Uniou Pacific and 
are surrounded by high moantains 
The richest leads have been found in 
Purgatory Gulob, one of them yielding 
ore which assays $4,321 16 in gold to 
the ton. There are vast forests of 
pine in the vicinity of the mines and 
placer diggings have been found along 
the banks of the Grand Encampment 
river. 


The 'discovery is said to have made 


the people of Wyoming crazy, and 
hundreds are flocking to .the mines 
from all parts of the State and from 
Colorado. About two hundred cabins 
are in course of erection and very 
many prospectors are living in tents, 


If the reports of rich discoveries in 


these mines are not exagerated Parga- 
tory Gulch may prove as great, an at- 
traction for prospectors in the spring 
as the Klondike. It has the advantage 
of being nearer civilization and being 
accessible at all-seasons of the year. 
No doubt communication will be estab- 
lished at once with Eawlins, which is 
sai.i to be t'.-e nearest point on 1hn 
railroad, and thousands of peoplo from 
the o:-i=t and tho west will rush there 
as soou u-t thfi row!* are open next 
Spring.
